Alumnus of the Year 


AWARD GOES TO DR. 
CHAPMAN J. MILLING 


At the spring meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Alumni Associa- 
tion, Dr. Chapman J. Milling of Co- 
lumbia, South Carolina, was named 
the Alumnus of the Year for 1948, in 
recognition of his services in the field 
of medicine and also in the literary 
field in which he has made a definite 
contribution to the literature of the 
South. 

In September, 1947, the University 
of South Carolina Press published the 
book entitled Beneath So Kind a Sky 
and the text was written by Dr. Mill- 
ing. This book describes much of the 
scenic and architectural beauty of 
South Carolina. Another literary work 
of Dr. Milling’s is Singing Arrows, a 
volume of poetry which has a very 
unusual distinction (for a volume of

Dr. CHAPMAN J. MILLING 
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67th COMMENCEMENT 
PROGRAM MAY 30-31 


Dr. Ellis A. Fuller, president of the 
Southern Baptist Theological semi- 
nary, Louisville, Ky., will deliver the 
commencement address on Monday, 
May 31. 

Dr. Fuller, born on a farm near 

Clinton, received a scholarship to P.C. 
when he was 17 years old and waited 
on tables and washed dishes to meet 
his other expenses. He had attended 
the one-room school in his home com- 
munity while learning to plow and 
plant, on off hours, on his parents’ 
farm. 
_ Upon his graduation from college 
in 1912, the future Baptist leader re- 
ceived medals for oratory, chemistry, 
and scholarship, along with several 
bids to play in minor baseball leagues. 
He chose God’s way and preached for 
five years in country churches in 
Greenwood and Greenville counties 
in South Carolina before enrolling in 
the Southern Baptist seminary. He 
received the Master of Theology de- 
gree from that institution in 1921, and 
Presbyterian college bestowed upon 
him the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity in 1924. 

The seminary president first re- 
ceived great recognition as a minister 
in Greenville, South Carolina, from 
where he was called to head the de- 
partment of evangelism for the 
Southern Baptist Home Mission board. 
After three years as a traveling evan- 
gelist he went to Atlanta, Ga., to 
serve 14 years as pastor of the First 
Baptist church, during which time 
he received about 6,500 members into 
the church and was instrumental in 
building its $532,000 edifice.

Dix Reunion Plan Adopted 


The Board of Directors at their last meeting adopted 
the Dix Reunion Plan for future class reunions on the 
campus.

Presbyterian College, free of debt and with 
the largest endowment in its history, has now the stability 
which comes from improved finances and the assurance:
